TREE PLANTING CAR COMING TO VULCAN 


The Canadian Forestry Association’s Tree Planting 
Car” specially equipped-as a motionx picture audi¬ 
torium will commence it’s fifth anniup tour of the 
prairie provinces on April 7th working from Ualgary 
south to the boundary, thence east into southern 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. The duration of the 
trip will be about seven months. As in former 
years, the car is being sent through the west, by the 
association through the courtesy of-Uhe railway com¬ 
panies and a group of prairie province subscribers, 
who defray all expenses. The one and only object is 
to encourage the planting of trees as a means of pre¬ 
venting soil drift; moderate wind damage to stand¬ 
ing crops; protection of the home and farm build¬ 
ings; beautifying the home grounds and stabilizing 
population. 

- Archibald Mitchell, the well known western tree 


planting authority and his assistant, Angus C. Coo eh 
of Ottawa, will again be in c.harge, and will bring 
with them a complete change ofprogramme includ¬ 
ing some 125 coloured lantern slides made up from 
pictures taken on previous tours. Farmers and 
townspeople are invited to visit the car and bring 
their tree planting problems with them. 

This is a nolable movement that has-become firmly 
established in Western Canada, and the demand for 
the car this season is the heaviest yet. Over 400 
lectures were delivered by the officials in charge last 
season in some 121 communities visited by the car 
to tens of thousands of prairie residents. Hundreds 
of thousands of school children were reached through 
the efforts of the Association and shown the vital 
necessity of tree planting and home beautification.

Contract has been awarded for the 
construction of an addition to the 
mills of the Lake of the Woods Mill¬ 
ing Co. at Medicine Hat, to cost 
$ 100 , 000 . 

According to an estimate made by 
the Dominion Parks Board, tourist 
traffic to the mountain resorts of Al¬ 
berta last year had a total value of 
$20,000,000 to the province. 

Owing to lack of funds 25 schools in 
the province were unable to operate 
In 1923; in 46 schools ftrere were not 
sufficient children to warrant opera¬ 
tion and in 16 districts there were no 
children. 

Fifty-severt cream graders were em¬ 
ployed in Alberta last season. The 
grading of cream and butter in this 
province is now so thoroughly carried 
out that creamery butter is being sent 
direct from Alberta creameries to 
British firms. 

The first municipal hospital district 
to be organized for the new year is 
that of Innisfail, an order for the or¬ 
ganization of which was issued this 
week. It s expected that at least fiVe 
new hospital districts will be organiz¬ 
ed this year. 

The Lethbridge division of the 
G.P.R. reports total shipments of 
grain to date of 35,000,000 bushels, of 
which 33,000,000 bushels were wheat. 
nOe point in the division has shipped 
two million bushels, and five other 
points have shipped over one million 
bushels. 

A. Chard, Alberta government su¬ 
pervisor of freight rates returned to 
Edmonton recently after having spent 
seme weeks at Ottawa, opposing on 
behalf of the government, the increase 
asked by the express companies in ex¬ 
press rates. Mr. Chard stated that 
far from a case for an increase in rat¬ 
es, being' made out; there was much 
evidence put In supporting a decrease.

A coal paper recently to hand 
gives us a picture of a heart. One 
main artery is absorbing the incom¬ 
ing unskilled population; the other 
main artery is discharging the fin¬ 
ished product pass ported across the 
border. Learned men, earnest, be¬ 
spectacled patriots deploring the em¬ 
ptiness of our vast Canadian lands in¬ 
sist we must have people. There are 
two ways of increasing a country’s 
man power—one is natural increase, 
the other immigration. We cannot ex¬ 
pect much from natural increase. Mo¬ 
rtem life divorced from God and re¬ 
ligion rebels against the restraints of 
child bearing. It is not possible to 
take in concerts, lectures, mah-jongg 
parties, snow-shoe tramps, dances and 
nurse babies. In the toss-up the ba¬ 
bies lose out. In the flipped penny 
game the pennies are loaded and it is 
always heads for the delirious round 
of amusements. Consequently we 
must look to immigration. But what 
is going to keep the immigrants here, 
once they arrive? Upon arrival a 
great many are unskilled; but they 
come to get ahead on the way of life. 
Determined, strong limber, ambitious, 
they do get ahead. The Dominion 
nurses them; Uncle Sam gets the 
finished product. But unfortunately 
the finished product is not restricted to 
our so-called foreign settlers. Anglo 
Saxons, and Nordics ifyou will, are in 
the parting throng. But the Ottawa- 
tamies are too busy grinding out their 
special privilege records to notice the 
general interests of the country. No 
wonder history execrates Nero for Ad¬ 
ding at Ottawa while the Dominion 
waa burning up.—Northwest Review. 


DOMINION EXTRAVAGANCE 

An outstanding incident in govern¬ 
ment business inability or inclination 
to party patronage was brought be¬ 
fore the house of commons lately 
when the Hon. Hugh Guthrie laid bare 
the spread between expenses and be¬ 
nefits of the Soldiers’ Reestablish¬ 
ment department and which showed 
that out of $13,000,00Q spent last year 
$6,000,000 went to pay salaries and 
$3,000,000 was spent in administration 
charges, leaving $4,0000,000 only for 
pay and allowances to disabled and 
helpless soldiers. This looks like rob¬ 
bery and if the facta are as presented, 
should at once meet with an investi¬ 
gation to ascertain the reason for such 
misappropriation of funds. We sug¬ 
gest that a brain specialist be fnade 
chairman of such a commission, if ap¬ 
pointed, as evidently there is some 
missing or diseased brain matter lodg¬ 
ing in the head of this department. If 
any privately managed enterprise 
would run their business, where the 
gross revenues and expenses were 
comparatively as above related, they 
would not be expected to continue in 
business more than a week, and could 
not expect to, but because a few 
favored political individuals have been 
miscalculated and put into office to 
protect and carefully dispense the pub¬ 
lic money, with results as above, it 
seems time that the good simple people 
cf Canada should wake up and demand 
that such reckless and unbusinesslike 
proceedings end and that the 
heads of government themselves 
be called to account for their 
stewardship. It does seem that at 
once some individual gets in office, be 
it a major or a minor positiofi, that his 
frame begins to spread,his chest swells * 
and his head assumes dimensions out 
cf proportions bo his structure, and 
worse than this he at once accumu¬ 
lates an air of importance and arro¬ 
gance, which it pleased him to dis¬ 
close in all of his official light duties 
on most occassions. We see such oc¬ 
casionally in the smaller towns and 
villages, where he is perforce at 
times obliged to go in order to bluff 
out his job, and the assumed autocra¬ 
cy of the individual is often unbear¬ 
able. He seems to forget, or, if con¬ 
scious of it, tries to dispel from the 
minds of his interviewers, that he is 
acting in the capacity of a public ser¬ 
vant and as such receives his little or 
too large compensation from the pub¬ 
lic whom he is expected to be serving. 
Most of these jobs are handed out as 
public patronages, and are unnecessa¬ 
ry. The disposition of the funds pre¬ 
viously referred to at the beginning of 
this article could have been accomp¬ 
lished with small expense, if such were 
the correct intentions of those who 
had it in charge. The reverse has'been 
effected, however and the query re¬ 
mains in the minds of the tax paying 
public, how far such reckless and un¬ 
businesslike methods are to be allow¬ 
ed to continue. It is business men we 
want in the management of our do¬ 
minion and' provincial affairs and not 
politicians. 

OUR LIMITATIONS 

The leader of the Progressive party 
in the house of commons has discover¬ 
ed that Canada cannot take an inch off 
its stature or any reasonable number 
of members from its membership 
without going to the British parlia¬ 
ment for sanction for such action. The 
Capadian parliament might be una¬ 
nimous, and the people decided and 
determined, but the Canadian parlia¬ 
ment would be powerless. When we 
speak of Canadian autonomy, and be¬ 
gin to believe that we have really de¬ 
veloped into a full grown nation with 
certain red tape restrictions only 
which mean nothing separating us 
from complete nationhood,we come up 
against something like a real bump 
when we run into something which 
shows otir real restrictions. There are 
many things which we cannot do by 
ourselves in Canada. We cannot 
change our constitution in any way. In 
this respect we are very much more 
circumscribed than our sister domini¬ 
ons, which have the right to change 
their own constitution by themselves 
without any reference at all to the 
British parliament It would be 
worth while some of these days, when 
there is nothing contentious at issue 
and the relations between Canada and 
Britain are perfect, to have our consti¬ 
tution so amended that we may be 
able to make changes by ourselves.

FREE PUBLICITY 

Timmins Free Press-: Publicity is a 
newspaper’s stock in trade and it is 
to the individual’s and the communi¬ 
ty’s interest just as much as to the in¬ 
terest of the newspaper itself to see 
that a pewspaper is adequately recom¬ 
pensed fbr publicity matter, because if 
a newspaper is properly supported it 
ia able to. render broader service to 
the community. Free' publicity should 
no 'more be expected from a newspa¬ 
per than free legal advice from a law¬ 
yer, or free medical advice from a 
physician. Timmins is always willing, 
to go more than half-way in riving 
publicity to deserving causes, but it 
takes money to conduct a newspaper 
and its advertising space is its chief 
source of revenue. 

OMEN OF PROSPERITY 

Here is an omen of prosperity. For 
the year ending February 29, the ex¬ 
ports of Canada amounted to $1,000,- 
000,000. .With one exception that is 
the largest value in exports in the his¬ 
tory of Canada. That one exception 
was in 1920-21, when the exports 
reached $1,200 000,000. That was at 
the time of the highest prices and 
really the volume shown in the year 
ending in February, says the Alber¬ 
tan. The enormous volume of exports 
was due to some considerable extent to 
the very large crop harvested by the 
prairie provinces which has been pour¬ 
ing over to the sea to market. Du¬ 
ring this time the imports were consi¬ 
derably less than the exports, which 
is not surprising. With a billion dol¬ 
lars coming into Canada, much to this 
province, the era of renewed prosperi¬ 
ty is not very far -off.

Another carload of Victory and Ban¬ 
ner seed oats has been shipped from 
Edmonton to Toronto by the provinci¬ 
al seed cleaning and marketing plant. 
It is being followed by two or more 
cars in the next two wJek or two. 

“Representatives of Japanese grain 
firms have visited the province recent¬ 
ly, looking into the matter of ship¬ 
ments of Alberta wheat to the orient, 
fpr which there is an increasing de¬ 
mand. 

The thanks of the publisher is ex¬ 
tended to subscribers who, ,when send¬ 
ing their subscriptions f<jr 1924, have 
written a few words of appreciation of 
their home paper. Their kind words as 
well as their dollars help us on our 
way. 

. Alberta has maintained an average 
yield of spring wheat of 19^4 bushels 
per acre over a period of 26 years ^ac¬ 
cording to a chart prepared by the de¬ 
partment of agriculture. In addition 
winter Wheat has averaged over the 
same period, 20.19 bushels; oats, 35.79 
bushels; barley, 26.1 busels; rye, 18.84 
bushels, and flax, 8.71 bushels. 

About 40,000 bushels of pure seed 
grain have already been marketed for 
seed growers of the province through 
the provincial government cleaning 
and grading plant thefe. A good deal 
of this has gone to eastern points, and 
there has also been a considerable 
quantity sold in the province. The de¬ 
mand for good seed continues strong. 

The New York Times says that ho¬ 
tel building is classed among the four 
greatest American industries. More 
than a quarter of a billion dollars was 
spent in that way last year. Sixty- 
four hotels cost more than a million 
dollars each,and in some cases the cost 
tan up to nearly ten million dollars 
for a single hotel. 

Forestry officials in Alberta esti¬ 
mate that there are 16,900,000,000 feet 
of merchantable timber in the pro¬ 
vince. In addition there are 247,800,- 
000 cords of pulpwood. There are 60,- 
000 square miles of commercial timber 
in Alberta and 53,900 square miles of 
pulpwood. It is claimed that it will 
not be very long before the east will 
be looking to the west for timber and 
pulpwood supplies. 

The number of farms occupied in 
Canada has increased from 611,073 in 
1901 to 711,090 in 1921, according to 
the agricultural census bulletin, issued 
by the Department of Trade and Com¬ 
merce. The acreage &f occupied farms 
has increased from 63,422,338 in 1901 
and 108,968,715 in 1911 to 140,887,903 
acres in 1921. The area of unimprov¬ 
ed land in Canada in 1921 was 70,796,- 
6?8 acres and the <area of unimproved 
land was 79J,L8j3^9^acres. 

“Alberta has^ done'extremely well in 
competition in creamery butter classes 
in the various exhibitions during the 
past three years, according to the pro- 
"incial 'dairy commissioner. In 1921, 
the province won a total of 157 out of 
330 prizes offered; in 1922, a total of 
229 out of 436 prizes, and in 1923 a 
total of 227 out of 452 prizes. In ,1920 
the province won 63.4 per cent of the 
first prizes; in 1921, 69.5 per cent.; in 
1922 , 54 per .pent; and in 1923, 62.8 
per cent. 

That Japan and China, more parti¬ 
cularly the former, must have Canadi¬ 
an wheat to mix with other grains for 
the flour they use, was\the statement 
made her by represehtativies of big 
business interests in the orient on the 
occasion of a visit made for the pur¬ 
pose of investigating at first hand 
grain conditions on the prairies. They 
stated that large importations of Ca¬ 
nadian wheat were already being made 
but it was anticipated that shipments 
to the orient would be considerably 
larger in- the near future. 

Our Dumb Animals: Probably the 
thousands of persons who keep pretty 
goldfish in a bowl for ornament and 
the children who find plesure in watch¬ 
ing them have never stopped to think 
that the practice may be cruel, but 
there are strong reasons for saying 
that it is. Fish need dark and shady 
corners to sleep and rest. When they 
are kept in a small round globe, with 
the light blazing into their eyes all 
day long, it appears certain that they 
suffer great discomfort, and it is even 
possible they sufferagony. The small 
size of the bowls add to their troubles 
for they must go constantly round and 
round in a small circfe, bumping their 
noses against the glass.

The steer “Linda Gay Lad”, bred by 
the University of Alberta ,was award¬ 
ed the Grand Championship at the 
winter fair at Saskatoon last week, in 
the Hereford class. , 

A referendum means definite and 
prescribed legislation on the question 
voted on, whereas a plebiscite is mere¬ 
ly an expression of opinion without 
demanding any definite' legislation. 

J. S. Woodsworth, leader of the la¬ 
bor group in the federal parliament, 
makes the somewhat startling obsjp - - 
vation\that five of the seven members 
of tho--isupreme court of Nova Scotia- 
were, before becoming members of the 
bench, at some time employed counsel 
for the British Empire Steel Corpora¬ 
tion, or one of the companies as.ociat- 
ed with that organization. 

The provincial government seed 
grain cleaning and marketing olant 
has disposed to date of more than 
50,000 bushels of seed which is in ex¬ 
cess of the amount it was expected 
would be marketed this season, and 
compares with 16,600 bushels market¬ 
ed during the season of 1922-23. A 
great deal of seed is going out to 
farmers in the province, as well as to 
points abroad. 

Grain shipments from Vancouver 
for February were 7,749,275 bushels. 
This brings the total for the crop year 
to date to about 30,000,000 bushels. 
The elevator is now loading 250,000 
bushels a day, and grain men are con¬ 
fident that 60,000,000 will go from 
there this season. March bookings to 
the United Kingdom and continent are 
220,400 tons, while to the orient 162,- 
000 short tons will serve. 

Experiments in shipping Alberta 
cattle to Japan for slaughtering pur¬ 
poses may be tried in the near fu¬ 
ture if investigations prove that such 
shipments are worth a trial. Edgar E. 
Nobles, of Edmontbp, who. is now in 
Japan has secured three tentative or¬ 
ders of thirty cattle each from large 
and influential Japanese firms, but 
first it is necessary that a trial ship¬ 
ment be made to ascertain how the 
animals will stand the trip across the 
Pacific.

In the five months from October to 
February inclusive a total of 1668 inir 
migrants have settled in the province, 
according to statistics given out from 
Ottawa. 

It is estimated that over 50,000 
acres were sown to corn in Alberta in 
1923, as compared with only 1,000 1 
in 1919. This is a good, indication of | 
how rapidly corn culture is increasing 
in western Canada in connection with 
mixed farming opiy ations.* ■ 

According to the Alberta depart- 
ment of agriculture, the average grain 
yields in this province over a period 
of 26 years are as follows: spring 
wheats 19.27 bushels; winter wheat, 
20.19 bushels; oats, 35.79 bushels; bar¬ 
ley, 26.10 bushels; rye, 18.84 bushels; 
flax, 8.71. 

— Gener a l N eville,- who has just died- 
in France gained eternal fame by his 
masterly defence of Verdun which 
probably saved the French nation. "He 
lost an opportunity later to become 
the most famous of all war leaders in 
the fiasco following his appointment 
after the removal of Joffre. 

The black crow has fallen upon evil 
days. His past rficord of corn-eating, 
chicken stealing, bird-murdering, nest¬ 
robbing, etc., has not left him many 
advocates. The sporting powder div¬ 
ision of a company in Wilmington has 
organized an international contest of 
killing crows, already enrolling 87,- 
000 contestants for $2500 offered in 
prizes. While it looks like a huge 
powder advertisement it is likely to go 
hard with the crow family. 

/' For the second time a prominent Al¬ 
berta man has been honoured with the 
degree of knighthood from the Danish 
government. The latest is Dan. Mor- 
keberg of Markersville, who has been 
decorated with the order of the Danne- 
brag, a Danish knighthood. Mr. Mor- 
keberg has been a resident of Alberta 
for some years and was at one time 
a member of the legislature. The first 
man to receive the distinction from 
the Danish government was C. Mar¬ 
ker, provincial dairy commissioner, 
and former Danish Consul in Alberta. 

No increase in railway mileage in 
Alberta was recorded during 1923, ac¬ 
cording to the annual report of the 
minister of railways, Hon. V. W. 
Smith, given to the legislature this 
week. The total is now 4,778 miles. 
The growth of mileage since the for¬ 
mation of the province has been as 
follows: 1905, 1060 miles; 1915, 4423 
miles; 1922-1923, 4778 miles. During 
the year, one provincial government 
railway, the Lacombe and Northwest¬ 
ern, was operated with a surplus, 
which amounted to $1,267.18, compar¬ 
ed with a deficit on that road of $8,- 
959.25 in the previous year. On thd* 
A. and G. W. line, the deficit for 1923 
was $16,009.47 compared with $68,- 
139.73 in 1922. 


Two bands of aviators are now try¬ 
ing to beat each other in their flight 
around the world, which is & very in¬ 
teresting contest. In a few years we 
shall be flying around if we want to 
but it is just possible that some of the 
slower of us will not want to very 
much. 

Adequate labor supply in Alberta 
this year will depend in large measure 
upon the number of immigrant work¬ 
ers whp come in from European coun-1 
tries, according to reports made at the 
convention of Western Canada employ¬ 
ment officials held in Edmonton re¬ 
cently. Farmers, for instance, will not 
likely be able to get as many men for 
seeding as previously from British Co¬ 
lumbia and other sources of supply 
will have to be found.
